Rivalry Between Red 
Cross and Hospitals 


Rivalry between the Red Cross 
and certain metropolitan hospi- 
tals may impede the production 
of gama globulin, the new polio 
immunizing agent whose source 
is human blood, Fergus Gronin 
warns. In the current issue of 
Maclean's Magazine, Gronin re- 
veals why next summer’s polio 
epidemic will cause needless 
deaths if the current battle for 
blood isn’: settled soon, 


“Because the Red Cross and 
thirty-two big city hospitals in 
Toronto and Montreal can't get 
together on the collection and 
distribution of blood, the gamma 
globulin program may fail to sup- 
ply minimum — requirements,” 
Gronin says. 


If the stalemate is broken the 
Red Cross can become a nation- 
al blood service, Gronin points 
out. He quotes Dr. J. E. Prit- 
chard, a member of the Red 
Cross blod pool, as saying, “If 


we go to war again we will need. 


an agency to collect blood in 
large quantities. The same: type 
of agency would be necessary in 
case of civilian disaster, No 
other group has the experience 
of the Red Cross in handling 
and transporting blood”. 


The Red Cross contends that 
the hospitals concerned, which 
demand payment or replacement 
for the blood they issue, get 4 
much poorer response from don- 
ors than does the Red Cross 
yhich provides free blood service 
the Maclean article says. 
Red Cross also claims the hosp1- 
tals use blood inefficiently. Gro- 
nin quotes the statement of an 
official ef Toronto Western hos: 
pital that last year the hosnital 
discarded one hundred and fifty 
bottles of blood. 


The hospital attribute their re- 
fusal tu join the ed Cross ser- 
vice to “the arbiary and i> 
diplomatic methols adopted |: 
the Red Cross’, and “the po 
bility that the Hed Cross may 
not be able to meet the antict- 
pated large demand for free 
blood”, Gronin reports. 


“The hospital concerned deny 
that they make any appreciable 
profit from the blood banks”, 
Gronin says. “Bue Red Cross 
officials claim one reason these 
hospitals hay enot joined the ser- 
Vice is because it would mean 
giving up what has become a 
source of revenue.”
